FORKS OF LIFE THAT AES IMMORTAL 


W hatever lives, we hear it said, whether 
plant or animal, must sooner or later die. 
It will, therefore, greatly shock many per­ 
sona to learn that this is cot strictly the 
case. 
We wish here to give room for no 
misunderstanding, and, if possible, for no 
intentional misinterpretation. 
All animals 
may die, but death is not in ail depart­ 
ments of the animal kingdom an inherent 
absolute necessity. 
On the contrary, in 
one cf the two primary divisions of the 
animai world, the Protozoa, it is, though 
common enough, merely casual—the result 
of some accident. 
A Protuzoon may be 
swallowed by some larger anim al; it may 
be crushed out of existence, burnt, or 
poisoned by ‘'disinfectants” introduced 
into the water or other fluid which it in­ 
habits. 
But it has no natural term of life, 
and, as we shall presently see, cannot be 
spoken of as young or old. 
That this may be understood we must 
briefly compare the life history, and aspe- 
cially the reproduction, 
of the Metazoa 
and the Protozoa. 
In the former group— 
which iucludes all the backboned animals 
from man down to the humblest iish, ail 
the insects, mollusks, aa well as lower 
torms of life which scarcely attract popu­ 
lar notice—there is always a distinct dif­ 
ference between parent and offspring. The 
latter is certainly a portion separated from 
the body of the parent—from the female in 
all those forms in which there exist two 
sexes—but it is as compared with the pa­ 
rent minute in size, rudimentary in struc­ 
ture, and it has to increase in bulk, and 
still more to undergo a piocess of develop­ 
ment, a series of transformations, before it 
reaches the normal stature and make of its 
species. 
When this point has been a t­ 
tained it enters upon the task of reproduc­ 
tion, aud gives birth to one brood of young 
ones, or in the higher forms to several. 
W ith these it coexists for a longer or 
shorter time, aud then dies, the m atter 
which constituted its body passing into de­ 
composition. 
If we look at these very 
familiar facts in the life of Metaz >on, be it 
aman Or ati oyster, we tind that the ideas 
of birth, of growth, of m aturity, of parent­ 
hood, of a natural -term of life ending in 
death, at once suggest themselves. 
If we 
examine such a Metazoon we can, in most 
cases, at once_decide whether it is in the 
immature or the adnlr. ^hase of its being. 
But in the I ’rot^zoa—as Harr Butechli 
has not leng ago pointed out in the Zoo,'<n- 
Iar/irr Anzeiqer—this is distinctly differ 
ent. 
Let us suppose we are watching through 
a microscope one of iheae minute sing'e-ccll 
r.Jb-ff'TTi,?' 
creatures. 
We see it expanding ii.to an 1 
11 *=- 
ellipsoidal figure, which becomes for a time 
longer aud longer. 
It then begins to con­ 
trae» about what we may, for the salre of 
popular intelligibility, call its equator. 
It 
assumes the form of two nearly globular 
bodit-, cm uec'ed,'dum b-bell like, by a 
narrow neck. This neck becomes narrower 
aud narrower, and at last the two globes 
are set free, and appear as two individuals 
iu place of one ! 
W hat are the relations 
of these two new beings to the antecedent 
form and to each other? 
We examine 
them with care ; they are equal in size, 
alike in complexity, or rather simplicity, 
of structure. 
W e cannot say that either 
of them is more mature or more rudiment­ 
ary than the other. 
W e can find in their 
separation from each other no analogy to 
the separation of the young animal or the 
egg from its mother, or to the liberation of 
a seed from a plant. 
N rither of them is 
parent, and neither cfibpring. 
Neither of 
them is older or younger than the other. 
Or shall we try to regard them as 
brothers sprung from the same parent ? If 
so, where is that parent ? 
If living, let it 
be shown ; if dead, where are its remains ? 
No organic—or indeed any other—matter 
was separated out when the two beings 
took their rise. 
Ail the substance of the 
body of the original Protczoou is included, 
and equally iucluded, in the bodies of the 
two individuals before ua. 
Thus we see 
that the essential ideas of the life of the 
higher animals—birth, giowth, m aturity, 
parentage, brotherhood, term of life and 
successive generation-—have, if applied to 
these humble and minute beiugs, simply no 
meaning. 
The process of reproduction, or rather 
multiplication, must, as far as wc can see, 
be repeated in the same manner forever. 
Accidents excepted, they are immortal ; 
and frequent as such accidents mnst be, 
tbe individuals whom they strike might, or 
ather would, like the rest of their com­ 
munity, have gone on living and splitting 
themselves up forever. I t is strange, when 
examining certain 
infusoria under the 
microscope, to consider th at these frail and 
tiny beings were living, not potentially in 
their ancestors, but really in their own per­ 
sons, perhaps in the Laurentian epoch ! 
This consideration opens up another 
question. 
These beings are not wholly 
unconscious 
They experience and retain 
impressions, however dimly and in however 
limited a sphere. 
But when the splitting 
up of one individual into two diatinct per­ 
sonalities takes place, as we have described 
above, we have then the curious phenom­ 
enon of two distinct and equal beings whose 
past life is one,who will remember the same 
incidents and the same reactions to which 
such incidents have given rise. 
Here again 
is a phenomenon which we cannot realize— 
two contemporary and coequal beings, pos­ 
sessing, up to a certain point at least, a 
common psychical life. 
Let us for a mo­ 
ment suppose that the propagation of the 
higher animals tock place iu a similar man­ 
ner. 
We should see, e. g.,the mature man 
split np into two equal and similar men. 
each remembering, knowing, believing and 
feeling, up to the day of fresion.ail that the 
other remembered, knew, believed or felt ; 
each, too. it might be contended by moral­ 
ists, equally fiharing the merits or demerits 
of the aiitccÁrent form, and each at a loss 
to say when qis own personality took its 
rise.—fJourm.1 of Science. 


HAND - SHAKING 
AND 
HAND - SHAKERS. 


[London Truth. 
I am not unsociable, hut I had rather not 
shake hands with everybody ; and I am 
quite sure a good many people would rath­ 
er not shake hands with me. 
Then wh> 
do we d o it? It is just one of those un­ 
written lafts which might with advantage 
often be more honored in tbe breach than 
in the observance ; just a m atter in which 
people trust their instincts, and in which 
their instincts are really not to be trusted. 
I am dead against the current frequency of 
hand shaking in society. 
Jones drops iu 
for an afternoon call ; he dots not really 
want to see Jones ; when be comes I shake 
hands with him, more or less ; when he 
leaves, in five minutes, he shakes hands 
with me, less or more. I hate Jones’ hand, 
because it is always dam p; Jones knows 
that as well as I do, aBd sometimes offers 
me his hand gloved—but I detest a gloved 
hand. 
I had rather not shake hands at all. 
If I must do so, I will do it ouce, and no 
more ; no one but a lover wants to shake 
hands more than once in five minutes. 
But Jones has a detestable iiabit of lin­ 
gering on his way out. 
He gets up to go. 
I give him my hand. 
I t’s over ! 
No. it’s 
not. 
A picture catches his eye. 
He turns 
and says with a simper, “ Capital portrair, 
’pon my w ord!” 
“ Ye—as,” Isay , half 
accompanying him to the dior. 
“ Who’s 
it 
b y ? ” 
“ 0 —by—Smearum, R. A.” 
“ Dear me ! he painted—a—who did he 
paint?” 
“ Don’t know ; paints everybody 
—paints 
himself.” 
“ Really—a—good­ 
bye ! ” 
Shakes hands again ; but, before 
be has got through the door, he remembers 
a message from his wife. I ’ll see hita o u t; 
he shan’t get into the room again. 
I go 
into the passage with him. 
I accompany 
him to the door. 
He shakes hands again 
at the door 1 
There ought to be some rule 
about this. 
It should be understood that 
once is enough iu one visit. 
Of course I 
know we often shake hauds with a man to 
finish an interview ami bow him out. Well, 
that is for our own convenience, alt!ongli 
it does not always act—ju¡¡t as a man’» 
after-dinner speech is sometimes applauded 
rapturously iu the middle to make him sit 
down—but he does not always sit dovn. 
Those people who shake hauds uliould 
consider their ways. 
I hate a man, for in­ 
stance, who can’t leave off shaking hvnds. 
He begins so heartily, you think ho will 
soon be done. 
He relaxes his grip, you 
attem pt to withdraw ; but lie tight* ns*it 
again ; he holds you ill a vise. 
You begin 
to shake him up and down, when you sud­ 
denly find he has dropped your hand like 
a hot potato, and you are left sbakuu; the 
air 1 
This is bad enough, but the wooden 
shake is almost worse. A hand is str«,ched 
out, and yon get nothing but the seiitatiou 
of bone—angular bone ; there is na flesh 
and blood, no grip—the hand might belong 
to a lay figure. 
I doa’t want to nhake 
hands with a lay figure. 
Then I object to 
the crusher. 
Ladies suffer more than gen­ 
tlemen from this festive “ bore,” because 
they wear more rings; he seizes you im­ 
pulsively, and manages to crunch: your 
fingers vertically one on the top cf the 
other. 
You don’t like to scream if yc u are 
a girl, or to show displeasure if you - are a 
man, but you are dreadfully hurt, and you 
suffer what Mrs. Camp called “ ah the 
tortoises of the imposition ” from the op­ 
pressor’s effusive, but iron grip. 
Then 
there is tbe Üabby, pulseless shake, which 
means nothing, or means “ you are less 
than nothing tc xne, and I hope I am the 
same to you.” 
I am not so absurd as to suppose that 
we can always regulate our hand-shaking 
by rule, so that our acts will always be in­ 
dicative of our moods ; but I notice iu 
good society a growing tendetcy to reduce 
hand shakmg to a minimum, and then 
make it genuil e as fur as it goes, but as 
formal as possible, aud 1 think this is a 
step in the ri jh t direction and worthy of

In an article upon the effects of pro­ 
longed heat tem perature upon the humen 
Bystem, the Medical Sacn (Philadelphia) 
says : “ By tnose who preserve tranquility 
of mind aud a healthy state of the bod­ 
ily functions, summer’s heat and winter’s 
cold are alike faced with im punity, 
"lhe 
regulating mechanism by which the tem ­ 
perature of the body is maintained at a uni­ 
form level, what changes soever occur 
without, does not fail in the performance 
of its beneficent task. 
When, however, 
disturbing inlluercts are introduced into 
the daily life, or tho mechanism of heat 
production and heac elimination is disor­ 
dered by disease, serious consequences en­ 
sue, and he can the better encounter them 
who has fernlulated in his mind vrell-de- 
fiutd principles of action. 
A distinction 
of immense practical importance exists be­ 
tween heat exhaustion and heat-stroke, or 
coup de eo'eil.

England has taken possession of 
the Suez Canal because it was absolutely 
necessary to do so in order to carry on the 
campaign againBt Arabi. 
Of course it 
does not follow th at she will henceforward 
control the canal, though if she did she 
conld unquestionably show a b etter title 
to such control than any other power. For 
while eighty-five per cent, of all the ves­ 
sels paesiDg throngb it carry the B ritish 
flag, so the interests of England in the 
E ast far exceed in m agnitude th jsc of any 
other European Governm ent. I t has indeed 
been said th a t Iluesia and France both have 
Eastern interests also, b u t they are triHing 
com pared to those of G reat Britain, aud if 
it becomes a question as to which of the 
great powers shall control the canal, it is 
certain th a t France cannot bring any valid 
argum ent against an English protectorate. 
It is m oreover quite apparent now th at 
some of th e European powers will hence­ 
forth have to protect the canal, either 
singly or jointly, for it has been effectually 
dem onstrated th a t the Egyptian G overn­ 
m ent possesses neither the stability nor the 
power to do so. 
But the present com­ 
plaints of the French papers are the more 
foolish because it is notorious th a t G lad­ 
stone did not wish to take any action in 
Egypt unless F'rance would co-operate, and 
because it is equally notorious th a t Fog- 
land was compelled to undertake th e work 
single-handed through the unexpected w ith­ 
draw al of France a t the most critical junc­ 
ture. 
If the policy of the I>e Freycinet m in­ 
istry had been carried out, France would 
now have been co operating w ith England 
in the D elta ; b u t th e French Legislature 
refused to indorse th a t policy, and however 
foolish this conclusion may have been, it 
m ust be presum ed to be the expression of 
the nation. 
France, therefore, w ithdrew 
front all participation in the Egyptian busi­ 
ness, and w hatever advantages may accrue 
to England through her persistence, will 
have been fully earned. 
The fact is, th at 
the French G overnm ent has com m itted a 
great blander in th is connection.

years ago the French influence in Egypt 
was param ount, and np to the tim e of the 
I A lexandria m assacre th a t G overnm ent had 
kept fully abreast of England. B ut a t th a t 
poiut some domestic considerations—proba­ 
bly in part a reaction from the Tunis af­ 
fair, and in p art a feeling of w ant of confi­ 
dence in the new arm y system —interfered 
w ith th e foreign policy of the country, and 
resulted in the defeat of the De Freycinet 
m inistry, and the sudden retreat of the 
French from the Egyptian operations. 
Up 
to th at m om ent it had no donbt been sup 
posed in England th at the w t ole proceed­ 
ings would have been undertaken jointly. 
The change threw a very grave and mo­ 
m entous responsibility upon England. She 
had not been prepared for a land campaign. 
N aturally she would have expected th at 
the French, possessing a great army, would 
furnish the larger part of the land expedi­ 
tion, while the naval work would princi­ 
pally devolve upon herself. 
B ut she was now called upon either to 
follow the French example, and abandon 
the whole enterprise, or to take the re­ 
sponsibility solely

These men were to become responsible 
for the stock, aud share the profits of such 
s.les as Cornell might make, he having con­ 
trol of the affair. 
It had become necessary 
to make a sale of A. D. T. stock, as a new 
company was being organized, and the stock 
of tne old one was likely to decline in pro. e 
in consequence ; therefore how to get rid < f 
the old stock at a fair profit was the question.

N ile.” 
T he river, 
issuing from a 
valley a few miles north of Cairo, enters 
the low, wide plain, which, from its re­ 
semblance to th e fourth letter of th e G reek 
alphabet, received from th a t people the 
name of Delta. 
The stream divides itself 
into tw o branches, th a t of R osetta, or old 
Canopic, and th at of Damiat, or Phatnitie. 
The river R osetta is about 1,800 feet wide, 
and a t Dam iat nearly 800 feet. The rise of 
the Nile, occasioned by the periodical rains 
of C entral Africa, begins in June, about 
the sum m er solstice, and continues to in­ 
crease until Septem ber, overflowing the 
lowlands along its course. 
The Delta then 
looks like 
an 
immense 
m arsh, 
in ter­ 
spersed 
w ith 
num erous 
islands, 
w ith 
villages, towns and treea ju st above the 
w ater. 
Should the Nile rise a few feet 
above its custom ary elovation, the inunda­ 
tion sweeps 
away 
the m ud-bnilt cot­ 
tages of the fellaheen, drow ns the cattle, 
and involves the whole population in ruin. 
Again, should it fall short of th e ordinary 
hight, bad crops and dearth are th e conse­ 
quences. The inundations having remained 
stationary for a few days, begin to subside, 
and about the end of N ovem ber m ost of 
the fields are left dry and covered w ith

bells, hut it may be retorted th a t a noise 
or tw o more or less cannot m atter much. 
In the com parative quiet of a Belgian town 
the constant ringing m ay be wearisome, the 
more so as, owing to the system ou which 
the hours and quarters are struck, it-ia not 
possible for a stranger to m ake out w hat 
o’clock it is, and bvery one of whom he in­ 
quires gives him a different account. 
In 
the silent and deserted streets of such Old 
W orld places as Bruges, tho chimes seem 
never to cease, and are a positive annoy­ 
ance to dyspeptic tourists. 
Paulinus of 
Nola hr comes an object of loathing rather 
than of veneration for his famous inven­ 
tion, to any one who has the m isfortune to 
live very near a harsh p e a l; and it m ust be 
allowed th a t very few are so delicately 
harmonized as to be quite in tune, 
Few er 
still are rungfin correct tim e, and it may be 
questioned w hether the monotonous repeti­ 
tion of hym n tunes, rung out of tim e, is a 
service of praise. 
C ertainly it is the cause 
of considerable friction, to say the least, 
in houses not sufficiently remote from the 
sound. 
The verse inscribed on the bell of 
St. M ary’s at Oxford should be w ritten in 
letters of gold, or some other legible char­ 
acter, in every belfry— “ K eeps tyjne in 
anve oaee ” 
To some minds, too, there is 
a certain melancholy even in the sound of 
so called jay bells. 
Tbe passing bell has 
in London become a thing of the past. Old 
Chauncey says of it th a t it is a laudable 
course th a t “ when any sick person lay 
draw ing on, a hell should toll to give notice 
to the neighbors th a t they m ight pray for 
the dying p arty .” 
T he passing bell now 
denotes th a t all is over ; it was not till 
H ood’s hero was dead th a t “ they ran and 
told the sextoo, and the sexton toll’d the 
beil.” Paul H entzner, in Queen Elizabeth’s 
reigB, reports of the English th a t “ they 
are vastly fond of great noises th a t fill the 
air, such as firing of cannon, beating of 
drum s, and th e ringing of bells, so th at it 
is common for a num ber of them th a t have 
not a glass in th eir heads to get up into 
some belfry and rÍDg bells for hours to­ 
gether for the sake of exercise.” 
W'e may 
he tbaDkfnl we do not live under such a 
dispensation ; 
even 
“ a glass 
in their 
heads ” would not drive modern roughs 
into the belfry. 
Bacon seems to have 
shared the popular belief th a t “ great ring­ 
ing of bells in populous cities hath chased 
away th u n d er,” bu t Fuller judiciously ob­ 
serves th at “ abbey stejples, though quilted 
w ith bells alm ost cap-a-pie, were not proof 
against th e sword of God’s lightning.” — 
[The Saturday Review.

The question is asked every day, owing to 
the political agitation, w hat are the salaries 
of the different county officers ? The follow­ 
ing statem ent has been cirafully made, and 
is the amoant paid each officer : 
The Superior Judges each receive an annnsl 
salary of §4,000, §2,000 of which is paid by 
the State. 
Senators and Assemblymen each receive 
§8 per diem from the State during the session 
of the Legislature. 
_ The Sheriff receives §8,000 salary and 
§1,000 for collecting taxes, out of which he 
pa j s the U nder Sheriff and all his deputies. 
The Clerk receives §0,000 per annum, pays 
all his clerk hire and receives no fees. 
The A uditor and Recorder receives $5,0l)0 
per annum, pays his own deputies and has no 
perquisites. 
’ln e D istrict Attorney receives §3,000 per 
annum, and also receives a percentage from 
the city for the collection of delinquent city 
tax. 
The Superintendent of Public Instruction 
has a salary of §1600 per year. 
Tne Assessor receives a salary of §1,500 per 
annum, is allowed pay for all his deputies, 
receives fifteen per cent, on poll tax collec­ 
tions and five per cent, on collections of per­ 
sonal tax. 
Tne President of the Board of Supervisors 
is allowed §1.500 per annum. 
The other 
members get §1,200, and members from the 
country are allowed mileage. 
The Public^ A dm inistrator is allowed fees 
on the business transacted. 
The Coroner gets fees on all business that 
comes into his heads. 
Tne County Surveyor is paid so much per 
diem when he is engaged in doing work for 
the comity. 
Fees received by the county officers for the 
four years, commencing March, 1878, and end­ 
ing March, 1882, and paid into the county 
treasury as shown by the books of the County 
Auditor, are as follows : County Clerk, from

Judge Sawyer’s Decision in the Bailroad 
Tax Cases—Powers and Duties of Boards 
of Supervisors Defined—Supreme Court 
Decision in the Case of the County of 
Sacramento vs. the C e n tra l Pacific Rail­ 
road 
_______ 
The following is the text of the opinion 
of the United States Circutit Court, Judge 
Sawyer presiding, as to the power of the 
State to interfere with or prevent the vari­ 
ous counties compromising tax ca?es brought 
by them against the railroad companies. 
The question involved íb of great importance 
to every county in the State, for it insures 
to them the right to compromise all such 
cases, which has hitherto been a serious 
question : 
Creed Haymond appeared for the railroad 
companies and A. L. Rhodes for the 
counties. 
Judge Sawyer—In the case of the County 
of Kern vs. The Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company I shall deliver an oial decision. 
The Attorney-General desires to inter­ 
vene and take charge of the «’ase for the 
county of Kern, superseding tfte attorney 
of record. 
The only authority that has been referred 
to, or that I have been able to find with 
reference to the Attorney-General, is Sec 
tion 470 of the Political Code, which gives 
him authority “ to exercise supervisory 
powers over District Attorneys in all m at­ 
ters pertaining to the duties of their of­ 
fices.” 
But this does not seem to author­ 
ize him to displace or set aside the District 
Attorney altogether against his will. 
There is another provision which requires 
him, when properly called upon, under 
certain conditions, to aid the District A t­ 
torney. 
This is certainly not to oppose or 
obstruct his action, 
It is not one of the duties of the District 
Attorney prescribed by statute to prose­ 
cute these actions. 
In this case the attor­ 
ney of record was employed by the Board 
of Supervisors to act as its attorney. 
Al­ 
though the attorney of record for the 
plaintiff, the county of Kern, is the same 
person who is District A ttorney of the 
county, he does not purport to appear in 
his official capacity as District Attorney. 
The statute of 1880 provides for an ac­ 
tion, and the form of a complaint in any 
action thereafter commenced in any city or 
county for the recovery of delinquent taxes. 
The complaint in this case complies with 
the provisions of the statute. 
The act fur­ 
ther provides that “ aoy county or city 
and county may sue in its own name for 
the recovery of delinquent taxes, whether 
the same be for county, or city and county 
and State purposes or taxes, or cither of 
them .” 
This was brought in pursuance of that 
provision by the county to recover the 
county and State taxeB which the statute 
says it may do ; and it does not provide for 
bringing the suit by the State or any other 
party. 
Section 4040 says the Boards of Super­ 
visors have jurisdiction and power to “ di­ 
rect and control the prosecution and de­ 
tense of all suitB to which the county is a 
party.’ 
Here is a suit to which the county 
is a party, and the only proper party recog­ 
nized by the statute, tne law permits it to 
bring i t ; and this provision expressly gives 
the Board of Supervisors authority *' to di­ 
rect and control the prosecution of that 
suit.” 
It gives it to nobody else. 
The statute, as I read and interpret it, 
gives entire control to the Board of Super­ 
visors and no one else, 
A suit must be 
controlled by some one. 
Two parties, act­ 
ing upon adverse and inconsistent views 
^rñd tneories, cannot both control the case ; 
one or the other must direct and control, 
and in this case the statnte says it shall be 
the Board of Supervisors, notwithstanding 
the fact that the State has an interest. 
It 
may be that the power to direct and con­ 
trol is not wisely located, but so the law is 
written. 
To grant this motion would be to permit 
the Attorney-General to take control and 
to take the whole management out of the 
hands of the attorney of the county em­ 
ployed by the Board of Supervisors, who is 
acting under and in strict conformity to 
the directions of the Board, and, conse­ 
quently, to take this case out of the direc­ 
tion and control of the Board of Super­ 
visors.
